A Railroad Within A Railroad 


ITH its personnel, power and 

VWV/ other equipment, the South- 

ern Pacific Yard at Los An- 
geles may well be termed “A Rail- 
road Within a Railroad.” 

From its northern to its southern 
limits, and from the eastern to the 
western boundary, the distance is 26 
miles, and the 245 miles of track 
which are to be found within the con- 
fines of this yard makes it easily 
eomparable with hundreds of com- 
plete railroads in the United States, 

Over the rails of this yard passes a 
continuous stream of trains—day and 
night—without interruption. 

A good roadbed, adequate equip- 
ment and proper personnel permit 
any railroad to shoot its trains 
through, once they are under way, 
out on the main line. But, “shooting 
trains through terminals” safely and 
expeditiously is the acid test of effi- 
ciency of any railroad, and to a large 
degree determines the carrier’s ability 
to produce good service; to get and 
hold business. 

The Los Angeles Yard comes 
through the test with flying colors, 
earning the enviable reputation of 
being one of the most efficient yards 
on the Pacific 
Lines,

team and house tracks, an average of 
50,000 cars each month, or better than 
2000 cars each working day. 

Placing empties and pulling loads, 
while no mean job of itself, is not the 
sole function of this yard. Trains 
come into Los Angeles Yard from the 
East, from the Coast, from the Val- 
ley, and from the south branches. 
Some of the cars in these trains come 
to the journey’s end at Los Angeles— 
others move on; they are through cars 
for points beyond Los Angeles. 

Freight trains entering this yard 
must be classified—broken up—which 
means each individual car must be 
switched or handled. Fumigation of 
certain classes of equipment is neces- 
sary before delivery to shippers for 
loading. In such instances, more 
switching is necessary. 

Totals for a Month 

During July this year there were 
handled in and out of Los Angeles 
Yard 77,241 freight cars, on which 
the yard receives what is known as a 
“count.” The total number of freight 
cars handled (including inter-yard 
moves) amounted to 183,111. There 
were 15,000 passenger cars handled 
during July. 


“Hump Crew’ in the Classification Yard at Los Angeles!

To keep the wheels of progress in 
motion, every effort must be made to 
cut corners—save time. An elabor- 
ate system of handling has been 
worked out by experienced, seasoned 
railroad men, and this system is 
strictly adhered to lest chaos result. 
Lost time means lost money, and 
there is no place in the operation of a 
railroad where losses can pile up so 
quickly as in a mismanaged yard, 

Some time back it was necessary 

to send to the shops (five miles dis- 
tant from the Classification Yard) 
empty cars requiring fumigation. 
There were no available steam lines 
in the yard that could be used for 
this purpose. This move represented 
a ten-mile haul—out and back—for 
every car fumigated. To overcome 
this lost motion, an obsolete locomo- 
tive, unfit for further active service, 
was permanently installed in the 
yard, connected with steam lines, and, 
as a result, today cars requiring fu- 
migation receive treatment without 
leaving the yard. The ten-mile haul 
is eliminated and a consequent saving 
of time and power is produced. 
To handle the enormous movement 
within the yard, a yearly average of 
75 crews working 
25 engines of 
eight-hour shifts 
is maintained. 
These 25 engines 
work through- 
out the 24 hours 
daily — there is 
no cessation of 
work,

to a string of freight cars and sent 
on its way~-it means more. A train 
comes from the Valley (the San 
Joaquin Division); a train comes from 
the Coast, each having cars for Los 
Angeles proper; cars for close-in 
points; cars for the south; and 
through cars for eastern destination. 
Such a train is Hterally torn apart 
and re-arranged into other trains ac- 
cording to direction and destination, 
and into these outbound trains are 
switched the cars that have been as- 
sembled at Los Angeles from the 
various industries. 

The “classification” or sorting out 
of cars according to direction and 
destination is an interesting process 
and is described briefly for the benefit 
of those not familiar with it: 

At the end of the yard is a single 
track, raised for a short distance 
about eight feet above the yard level. 
This is the “hump.” One end of this 
track descends to the yard level by 
a gentle slope, and, through a series 
of switches, branches out as the 
leaves of a fan, connecting with 
dozens ‘of other tracks, A yard en- 
gine pushes a string of cars to. the 
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top of the hump, from which point, 
by gravity, they descend one by one, 
to take their proper places on desig- 
nated tracks, This method of dis- 
tribution reduces the switching of 
cars to the minimum and speeds up 
the process of classification. At the 
top of the hump is a semaphore, 
especially constructed, with a system 
of vari-colored lights electrically con- 
trolled, by means of which the en- 
gineer handling the yard engine re- 
ceives exact signals for his opera- 
tions. Approximately 2000 cars per 
day are handled over the hump. Aside 
from the engine crew, one engine 
foreman, one pin puller and seven- 
teen car riders are required to carry 
on the work. 

Following the assorting and re- 
assembling of cars, they receive in- 
spection, engines are coupled on, 
cabooses attached, new crews take 
their places, air lines are tested, 
orders furnished, and the new -trains 
are ‘sent on their way. 

Thirty thousand cars “are - inter- 
changed. with other - carriers “every 
‘month .by the Los .Angeles.Yard, 
which is in addition to its other work.

Thirty-eight passenger trains move 
in and out of the yard daily—-one 
every 88 minutes. 

To handle the business of this yard, 
with its necessary records and re- 
ports, ninety men are employed in 
the yard office, including crew. dis- 
patchers, train callers and car check- 
ers. At present 425 yardmen, work- 
ing in shifts of eight-hours are em- 
ployed in the Los Angeles Yard. 

To take care of the constantly- 
increasing business of this yard and 
provide proper facilities to meet its 
steady growth, a program of improve- 
ment, involving the expenditure of 
$4,500,000, has been planned. This 
contemplates the construction of a 
new roundhouse to cost $670,000. 
Work -on this roundhouse is’ already 
under way. It also involves. the 
equipping of the yard with a car re- 
tarding system, which will greatly fa- 


: ‘eilitate the handling of -cars,-and the 


construction of an up-to-date “hump.

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What About Your Automobile Liability? 


Employes’ Club Offers Railroaders Privilege of Big 
Saving in Insurance Covering Responsibility Laws 


OULD you immediately raise 
( $5,000 to deposit in Court if a 

judgment were rendered against 
you because of an automobile acci- 
dent occurring while you were driving 
your car or driving or riding in a car 
not owned by you; while a minor 
whose application for a driver’s li- 
cense you have signed is operating 
anyone’s car; while a minor under 
sixteen years of age is operating your 
car with your permission or consent; 
while anyone with your permission is 
using your car for a purpose not 
specified in your policy? 

This is a matter of concern to 
automobile owners and drivers in 
California, where recent amendment 
to the laws of the state have very 
definitely fixed the financial responsi- 
bility of those who own or operate 
motor vehicles in and outside of the 
state. It is also of importance to 
owners of automobiles in other states 
where similar laws may be enacted 
before long. The law is severe with 
its purpose to increase careful driv- 
ing and decrease the number of 
accidents, 

The Financial Responsibility Law, 
approved May 11, 1929, and effective 
August 18, last, provides: 

Your Liability 

In the event of the failure of the 
owner of a motor vehicle to satisfy 
every judgment within fifteen days 
from the time it shall have become 
finally rendered against him by a 
Court of competent jurisdiction, in 
this or any other state... for dam- 
ages on account of personal injuries 
or-damages to property in excess of 
$100 resulting from ownership or 
operation of a motor vehicle by him 
... or his agent ... or any other per- 
son with his consent . . . the oper- 
ator’s license and all the registration 
certificates of said individual will be 
immediately suspended until such 
judgment is satisfied ... and oper- 
ators will be required to respond to 
such damages in limits of $5,000 for 
death or injury to one person in an 
accident; $10,000 for death or injury 
to two or more persons in a single 
accident; $1,000 for property damage 
in a single accident .. . makes the 
owner of a motor vehicle NOW DI- 


RECTLY LIABLE for any accidents - 


resulting from the negligence in the 
operating of an automobile in his 
business or. otherwise, by any person 
using or operating same with the per- 
mission, express or implied, of such 
owner. , : 

The foregoing bills, ‘passed by the 
Legislature, .make it absolutely neces- 
sary for-the owner of .a-motor vehicle 
to“be financially able, either through 
personal ‘means or a-policy of insur- 
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ance, to satisfy any judgment over 
$100 that might be brought against 
him. 

| One by one, the states are falling 
in line in providing legislation which 
tends to put the motorist in a re- 
sponsible position when accidents oc- 
eur and damages are suffered. Many 
eastern states have already passed 
such legislation and it is reasonably 
certain that many other western 
states will follow. 


In and Out of State 


California went a step further than 
other states in their financial Tespon- 
sibility laws when it said, in brief, 
that it does not matter where the 
judgment has been obtained (any 
state in the union)—just so long as 
there is an unsatisfied judgment 
against the driver. This means that 
if a driver or owner has an accident 
in Texas or any other state, is sued 
and judgment obtained against him 
for $100 or more, and that judgment 
has become final without being satis- 
fied, then the driver cannot drive in 
the state of California or in many 
other states until the judgment has 
been satisfied. 

In no uncertain tones, states which 
have passed financial responsibility 
laws have said—~‘Pay the losses you 
incur by negligence and careless driv- 
ing or lose your license to drive in 
this state.” 

Assembly Bill No. 600 makes 
ita misdemeanor to drive a 
motor vehicle after operator’s license 
has been revoked or suspended and 
provides a penalty of $1,000 fine or 
one year in the county jail, or both. 
Another part of the Motor Vehicle 
Law says: ... operating any motor 
vehicle or motorcycle without a li- 
cense or permit is a misdemeanor and 
punishable by fine not exceeding $500 
or imprisonment for six months, or 
both. Operators without license are 
liable for full amount of ail damages 
in ease of accident,

New Branch Opened for Traffic 
Walnut Grove'to Isleton «°°. 


“Southern Pacific's new: Walnut 
‘Grove “branch, ‘which. will “serve ‘one 
of the most fertile diversified farming 
districts in‘ California, “was -operied 
for ‘traffic on October. 21. i : 

‘The new. ‘branch, -which “is “8.5 
miles in length, .and :cost.-approxi- 
mately $700,000, extends from _Wal- 
nut Grove to Isleton, crossing Georgi~ 
ana ‘Slough about -one and ‘one-half 
miles north of Isleton with ‘the latest 
type steel bascule lift bridge operated 
electrically. 

Team tracks and station. facilities 
have been provided at. Isleton, as 
well as a modern wharf 60 by. 300 
feet with an electric elevator, wharf 
and team tracks. The Sacramento 
River wharf is served by a spur from 
the main line, it being necessary. to 
dredge the channel of the river in 
front .of the wharf to provide ade- 
quate depth for river steamers.

Engineer of California’s First 
Fruit Train Is Dead 


Matthew L. Rudech, the man who 
pulled the throttle of the locomotive 
that hauled the ‘first special fruit 
train out of California, died in Sacra- 
mento on October 10 at the age of 75, 
After several years in railroad serv- 
ice, he retired to engage in the gro- 
cery business in Sacramento, 

The special fruit train left Sacra- 
mento on June 24, 1886. The train of 
sixteen cars was chartered by W.'R. 
Strong & Co. and Edwin T. Earl. 
Rudech was engineer on locomotive 
No. 18 and A. K. Prather, retired 
some time ago as engineer on Los 
Angeles Division, was the fireman on 
Rudech’s engine.

Rapid Progress Made on Suisun Bay Bridge 


Much of Preliminary Work in Sinking Piers, Grading and Filling Ap- 
proaches Now Far Ahead of Schedule on Company’s $12,000,000 Project 


ITHOUT any blare of trum- 

/ pets, speechmaking, or the 

customary formalities at- 
tending the commencement of work 
on a project of such importance, the 
first shovel of dirt was moved at 
Suisun Point, one and one-half miles 
from, Martinez, Calif., on May 8 last, 
marking the beginning of construc- 
tion of the huge Suisun Bay bridge. 
When the bridge is completed, the 
ferrying of trains across the straits 
between Port Costa and Benicia, 
which has been the practice for the 
past fifty years, will be discontinued. 
The train ferry steamers, “Contra 
Costa” and “Solano,” famed as the 
largest ferry boats in the world, will 
be dismantled, as will also the ferry 
slips, and thus another step forward 
in transportation will be taken by the 
Southern Pacific. 

The survey for the bridge was be- 
gun in June, 1927, and it was nearly 
two years later before. necessary 
authority had been secured from the 
Government, plans :completed, ..con- 
tracts let-and construction begun:

This work will be complete about 
December 26, 

The construction of the bridge 
necessitates a large amount of track 
work on the south side. This work is 
well under way and will be finished 
several months ahead of the scheduled 
time. 

Very few bridges, so far con- 
structed, have had foundations of 
greater magnitude or of more difficult 
construction. 

The depth of water for the greater 
part of the width of the bay is from 
40 to ‘55 feet at low tide, and to bed 
rock as ‘much as 140 feet. Little dif- 
ficulty is experienced in placing piers

Bridge Workers Uncover 
Prehistoric Fossils 


QE of the most interesting oécurrences 
in connection with the construction of 
the Suisun Bay bridge has been the unearth-

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to a depth of 90 feet, but below that 
the difficulties increase, so, when it is 
considered that nine piers will have 
depths ranging from 110 to 140 feet, 
the difficulties to be overcome will be 
appreciated. Work is well advanced 
on four of these piers and is being 
carried on 24 hours per day. 

The piers near the shore are of less 
depth and less difficult, and fourteen 
out of the total of nineteen are 
finished. One of these piers, how- 
ever was founded on bed rock 58 feet 
below the water level, and, in its con- 
struction, a single row steel sheet 
piling cofferdam was used. This cof- 
ferdam is said to be the deepest of 
that type ever constructed, but it 
proved entirely satisfactory. 

On the north approach, the grading 
is half completed, and the foundations 
for the 1800-foot steel viaduct near 
Goodyear are 50 per cent complete. 
It is estimated that the north ap- 
proach will be completed several 
months ahead of the schedule. 

Part of the bridge steel work is 
now en route to the job. The date 
established for the commencement of 
steel erection is November 15 and the 
present indications are that this work 
will be begun at the time. set, 

So far, the only difficulties en- 
countered in the construction work 
were the overcoming of sink holes on 
the south approach. These have been 
successfully overcome and the fills 
stabilized, so that no settlement is to 
be expected in the future. 

Of the total of $13,000,000 involved 
in this project, to date $2,500,000 have 
been expended. 

The bridge will be a double track 
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structure principally of silicon steel, 
and will extend from Suisun Point on 
the south shore to Army Point on the 
north. From abutment to abutment, 
it will be 5597 feet long with a 70- 
foot clearance above high water. It 
will consist of 780 feet of steel girder 
viaduct, one 266-foot span, seven 526- 
foot spans, one 506-foot span, and one 
830-foot' span; will be supported on 
concrete piers, which in turn will rest 
upon bed rock, 

The bridge will clear more than 95 
per cent of the water traffic without 
opening the lift span, which will be 
electrically operated, When open, 
this lift span will give a 185-foot 
clearance above high water directly 
over the navigation channel main- 
tained by the United States Govern- 
ment, thus giving ample clearance 
both vertically and horizontally for 
ocean-going vessels, 

A feature of strength and economy 
is brought into the bridge by the use 
of silicon steel. By an alloy of .20 
per cent of silicon with the steel, its 
strength is increased 50 per cent. 
This saves in two ways: First, the 
decrease of weight is greater in pro- 
portion than the increase in price. 
Second, transportation, handling and 
erection charges are less. It is only 
in bridges of some considerable size 
that silicon or other high-strength 
steels are practical, as special rollings 
must be made in the steel mills and 
the changes necessary are not justi- 
fied except for considerable tonnage. 

The lower chord members will also 
be made of a high-strength steel. 
For a number of years automobile 
axles and other steel articles have 
been strengthened and toughened by 
heat treatment, and apparatus of suf- 
ficient size has now been developed to 
permit of similar treatment for 
bridge cye bars. Eye bars usually 
used for bridges have an elastic limit 
of 30,000 pounds per square inch, 
while, with heat-treated eye bars, this 
is increased to 50,000 pounds, giving 
a bridge greater strength and of 
lesser weight. 

The bridge is designed to carry 
tlouble-headed Consolidation locomo- 
tives with 90,000-pound loads per 
axle, on each track. These locomo- 
tives are either followed or preceded 
by a uniform load of 7500 pounds 
per foot. A fifty-ton box car fully 
loaded weighs 169,000 pounds, or only 
4200 pounds per foot. The bridge, 
therefore, can carry locomotives 50 
per cent heavier than any the Com- 
pany now has, either followed or pre- 
eeded by train loads as long as the 
bridge and 50 per cent heavier per 
foot than our present train loads. 

The scheduled date fer opening the 
bridge for traffic is Thanksgiving 
Day, 1930.

Subway Will Help In Handling 
Huge Football Crowds 


With three major football games 
to be played in the Stanford stadium 
at Palo Alto during the present sea- 
son, which will attract approximately 
85,000 people to each contest, the 
Coast Division officers and employes, 
as well as passenger traffie represen- 
tatives, are making extensive prepa- 
rations for handling the thousands 
from San Francisco and East Bay 
cities who. will travel by train to and 
from the stadium. 

Construction of a $20,000 subway 
under the tracks at Stadium station is 
the biggest single item in the pre- 
liminary plans formulated for provid- 
ing 2 maximum of speed, safety and 
satisfaction in moving the huge foot- 
ball crowds.

To 
counteract this 
good work, we 
lead the world m 
our accident fre- 
quency.and the 
economic loss due 
to accident. We 
kill and maim 
more men per thousand workers than 
any other country, 

If we care to analyze the reason 
for this, we will find that it is at- 
tributable to the fact that we are a 
nation of chance takers. Our habits 
are not safe; our thinking is not safe; 
and such facts lead to the logical 
conclusion that the education of every 
man, woman, and child in safe habits 
of thought and action is the most 
significant of all possible solutions to 
our accident problems. 

Approximately seventy-five per cent 
of our industrial accidents are at- 
tributable to the human equasion— 
the failure of the worker to use rea- 
sonable precaution to avoid injury to 
himself or his fellow workmen. I will 
give a few examples in point for il- 
lustration, this information being ob- 
tained from our accident clerk and 
from other sources: 

In a certain shop, a colored sweeper 
was watching a silently whirring 
saw. He became curious, and put out 
his finger to see if the edge was 
sharp. It was. A few minutes later, 
while explaining to his foreman how 
the accident occurred in which he lost 
the tip of his index finger, he said: 
“Yessah, Ah jest stuck out mah finger 
jest like this—For De Lord’s sake, 
dere goes annuder!” 

A machinist in the shop, engaged 
in applying motion work to a locomo- 
tive, used his thumb, instead of his 
eyes, to see if the hole in the part 
lined up to accommodate the pin. It 
did, but about the time his thumb en- 
tered the hole the part slipped out of 
alignment, resulting in his thumb 
being cut off. 

A. laborer, employed in our shops, 
was using a crane operated by. hand 
power, After making the lift, in roll-

ing the-chain and hook up on the 
drum of the crane, he placed his hand 
on:one of the cogwheels and attempt- 
ed to whirl the wheels this way in- 
stead of using the handle. There was 
no resistance, the wheels whirled more 
easily than he expected, resulting in 
his fingers being caught in the cog- 
wheels and crushed, A safe means of 
using his crane had been provided, 
but the human element. chose to dis- 
regard it, 

A machinist, working at a lathe 
which was properly safeguarded with 
guards over the gears, absent-mind- 
edly leaned up against the lathe and 
placed his fingers under the guard, 
with the result that his fingers were 
severely lacerated in the gears. Rea- 
sonable protection did not avert this 
accident, the machinist did not think 
and act safety. 


A brakeman, while attempting to 
catch a moving train, had the torn leg 
of his overalis caught in the grab- 
iron of a car, throwing him with force 
to the ground, severely injuring him. 
The overalls had been torn some time, 
but the brakeman did not believe the 
proverbial saying, “a stitch in time 
saves nine.” 

A workman, using an eight-pound 
maul, failed to observe close clearance 
overhead, with the result that his 
hammer caught and fell on one of his 
hands, fracturing a finger. A little 
foresight would have prevented this 
injury. 

A machinist helper, in spite of 
shouted warnings and ringing of lo- 
comotive bell, attempted to get down 
in roundhouse pit in front of a mov- 
ing locomotive, resulting in being 
caught by the locomotive and his 
pelvis fractured. A look before a 
leap would have prevented this. 

The accident problem has pro- 
gressed to a point where a wealth of 
time and money is being expended 
each year fo educate workmen to 
think safety. Year by year, accident 
statistics reflect the tendency towards 
safety in thought and action. There 
may be an irreducible minimum, but 
even then the work must continue 
with unabated force to prevent a re- 
currence of hazards. 

The method we have for solving the 
aceident problem is a democratic one. 
It represents real industrial democ- 
racy, the method and results depend- 
ing almost entirely upon a close re- 
lationship between the employer and 
the employe. The safety movement 
has stood the test of time. Countless 
lives and countless dollars as well 
have been saved through its. efforts. 

A certain safety engineer has.ably 
expressed a definition for ‘accident 
prevention work .as being “tested and 
tried good common horse sense.” 
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(Continued from last month) 
ASTON favored the “Barry 
G Survey,” along the west side 
of the Willamette River, as 


the route for the railroad. Also 
he favored issuing stock to the 
subscribers to this survey, as was 
originally promised them. In these 
points he was opposed by a group 
among the incorporators, notably J. 
S. Smith and I. R. Moores, of Salem, 
the two first signers of the incorpor- 
ation articles, This group wanted the 
railroad on the east side of the river. 
The rift widened considerable by 
November 10, when a meeting was 
held in the governor’s office at Salem. 
Gaston and Woods favored getting 
into the organization certain Portland 
men named by Corbett. Opposition 
was voiced by the “east side’ men, 
who felt that the Portland men would 
favor a “west side” route. Neverthe- 
less, Gaston went to Portland and 
obtained five names. 

In his absence from Salem, Smith, 
Moores and E. N. Cooke, a new man 
and not one of the incorporators, filed 
articles on November 17 incorporat- 
ing another Oregon Central Railroad 
Company. It was capitalized for only 
$500,000 and was probably intended 
as a move to shut Gaston out of the 
organization. On his return to Salem, 
Gaston added three more names to 
the articles and again presented the 
document to Secretary May on Novem- 
ber 21 1866, This date has been 
established as the legal date of filing, 
and not October 6." 


_ Nore 31—The subject of filing is quite an 
involved one. Gaston thought that May's 
peneil notation of October constituted a 
legal filing; but May declared later that the 
document had not been formally filed. Tt was 
claimed that Gaston held out the articles with- 
out the knowledge of the other incorporators. 
Yet Gaston declared that Moores was present 
when he talked to May and knew that Gaston 
kept the papers. Smith went to the state of- 
fice about the middle of November and asked 
to see the incorporation papers. When. they. 
were not found in the usual place for such 
documents, May recalled the circumstances, 
and told Smith that they were still in Gaston's 
hands. It was considered that Gaston had de-. 
ceived the incorporators by ‘holding the papers 
and for that reason the second company was 
incorporated. The original document, bearing 
May's notation of Oct. 6, was filed "with the 
Multnomah County clerk’ un Noy. 23, 1866,

affidavit by County Clerk B. L. ‘Norden, in 
files of Oregon Historical Society, Portland.

Early in 1867 Gaston was elected 
secretary by the proxies of fourteen 
incorporators, He was authorized to 
open the company’s stock books and 
to solicit subseriptions. An effort 
was made to settle the differences of 
the two factions in the organization, 
Gaston insisting that the articles in- 
corporating the second company be 
withdrawn. Nothing was accom- 
plished, and in April, 1867, 8S. G. El- 
liott again came to Oregon. His ap- 
pearance added to the dissension 
among the incorporators, and from 
that time until 1869 he was actively 
associated with Oregon’s railroad 
affairs. 

It seems that, on a return trip from 
Washington in 1866, Elliott met Saml. 
A. Clarke, of Oregon, on the steamer, 
They discussed railroad matters, and, 
during Clarke’s stopover at San Fran- 
cisco, Elliott made him acquainted 
with his associates in the California 
& Oregon Railroad Company. The 
California men were anxious that 
steps be taken in Oregon toward or- 
ganizing a company to build the rail- 
road in that state which would con- 
nect at the state line with their own 
road.” Clarke said that all previous 
railroad plans in his state had died 
out and he was of the opinion that he 
could arouse action among the influ- 
ential men he knew. The California 
men signed a proposition dated at 
San Francisco September 3, 1866, 
constituting an agreement for con- 
struction of the Oregon portion of the 
railroad by the California & Oregon 
company. Principal provisions of the 
agreement were that such Oregon 
company as was organized would is- 
sue to the California company 
$2,000,000 in preferred stock; that the 
Oregon company would procure neces- 
sary legislation and state financial 
assistance, if possible; and, in con- 
sideration of the expense of organ- 
izing’ and getting suitable legislation, 
the California company would assign 
back to the Oregon company one-half 
the preferred stock.” .

CHAPTER XLII 
“East Side” Organizes; Elliott’s Con- 
tracts; Fight of Two Companies; 
Holladay Takes Charge and 
Completes First 20 Miles 


LLIOTT discussed his construc- 
E struction proposition with L R. 

Moores, Clarke, and the other 
Salem men who strongly opposed 
Gaston’s plan of building on the west 
side of the Willamette. He found 
them ready and anxious to lend their 
support, The question then arose re- 
garding a company to handle the con- 
tract. The corporation formed by 
Moores, Smith and Cooke the year 
before was primarily a move to block 


gon company was to execute a power of at- 
torney to such party or parties as the C. & O.

contract for construction of the road upon the 
following terms: From Portland, through 
Salem, Albany, Corvallis and Eugene, a dis- 
tance of 150 miles, with stations, rolling stock, 
etc, cost not to exceed $35,000 per miic, pay- 
ing that amount per mile in first mortgage 
bonds, 20 years to run at 7 per_cent interest.

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Gaston, and the ‘articles were con- 
sidered insufficient te justify amend- 
ing to enable the company to handle 
Elliott’s project. 

When Gaston learned what was 
going on and that it was likely the 
Salem men would organize another 
company, he urged Moores against 
such a move, contending that it would 
only lead to litigation and would 
hamper both companies in making 
progress with the road. He said that, 
if the inecorporators would agree, he 
was willing to let Elliott make use of 
the present company. After that 
Gaston was offered an executive posi- 
tion in the new company and a share 
in the preferred stock that would re- 
vert to the incorporators if he would 
abandon the first company. This he 
refused to do unless directed by the 
ineorporators.” Realizing there was 
no chance to reach an agreement with 
a majority of the incorporators, most 
of whom were Portland or “west side” 
men, Moores proceeded to organize a 
new company. 


Rival Takes Same Name 

The new company also took the 
name of Oregon Central Railroad 
Company and was incorporated April 
22, 1867, by John H. Moores, J. 8. 
Smith, Geo. L. Woods, E, N. Cooke, 
S. Ellsworth, I. R. Moores and S. A. 
Clarke.” Capitalization was $7,250,- 
000 and the principal place of busi- 
ness was to be in Salem. This com- 
pany proposed to build on the east 
side of the river following the loca- 
tion outlined by Elliott in his report 
of the survey made in 1863. Gaston’s 
company continued to favor the 
“Barry survey” on the west side of 
the river. Soon they became com- 
monly referred to as the “East Side 
Company” and the “West Side Com- 
pany.” These appellations will be 
used hereafter in this story. 

As a name, the Oregon Central 
Railroad Company held considerable 
significance, because of that company 
having been designated by the legis- 
lature of 1866 as the one to build the 
railroad and receive the land grant in 
Oregon. In adopting an identical 
name, the Salem group undoubtedly 
had this advantage in mind, although 
at the time of incorporating they 
made no claim to the privileges that 
seemed to be vested with the Gaston 
company. It was not long, however, 
before both companies began to con- 
test the rights:of the other. During 
the next three years a bitter fight was 
waged in. the courts, legislature?and 
press of Oregon, which was finally 
carried into the halls of Congress. 

Incorporators of the East Side com- 
pany met on the same day their ar- 
ticles were filed. ‘Each one, excepting 
Ellsworth, ‘subscribing to a.$100 share 
of -stock, “A.-resolution: was. then

passed authorizing the chairman, Gov. 
Woods, to subscribe for 70,000 shares 
in the name of the company for its 
own use. In this manner more than 
half the capital stock was subscribed 
and the company, it was thought, 
could legally effect its organization. 
J. H. Moores, Woods, Cooke, Smith, 
Clarke and I. R. Moores were elected 
directors and, at a meeting the next 
day, Woods was elected president, L R. 
Moores vice president, J, H. Moores 
treasurer, and Clarke secretary.” 

The West Side company was not 
organized until a month after its 
rival. In order to hold his own 
against the tacties adopted by the 
East Side company in subscribing 
half its capital stock, Gaston sub- 
seribed in his own name for one-half 
his company’s $5,000,000 stock, plac- 
ing the company ia a position to go 
ahead with its organization. Wm. T. 
Newby, J. M. Belcher, B. F. MeLench, 
W. GC. Whitson and Gaston were 
elected directors at a meeting held in 
Salem on May 24, 1867, and at Amity 
on the following day, Gaston was 
elected president, Belcher vice presi- 
dent, and Whitson secretary-

The East Side company had already 
swung into action, On April 23, the 
day after incorporating, a contract 
was entered into with Albert J. Cook, 
represented by Elliott, providing for 
construction of the first 150 miles of 
the road from Portland south through 
the Willamette Valley and equipping 
it with locomotives, cars and station 
buildings. Cook was to receive 
$5,250,000 of the company’s first 
mortgage twenty-year bonds bearing 
interest at 7 per cent. Also he was 
to receive immediately $2,000,000 of 
unassessable preferred stock bear- 
ing 7 per cent interest. Common 
stock of the company was to be of- 
fered for sale to the people of Ore- 
gon at ten cents on the dollar.”

Cook was not 
known to any of the railroad people, 
except Elliott, This mysterious factor 
was soon brought to public attention 
by the West Side partisans and it 
was claimed that Cook was a mythi- 
cal person——merely a name used by 
Elliott for strategy and convenience 
in negotiating the construction econ- 
tract. Cook never put in an appear- 
ance and Elliott’s claim to his exis- 
tence was never verified, 

Elliott was badly in need of money 
and, during the stop-over at San 
Francisco, disposed of about half his 
preferred stock for relatively small 
cash considerations and for other 
favors. On May 20 he disposed of a 
thousand shares and a half of seven- 
tenths interest in the construction 
contract to N. P, Perine for $3,000 
cash," 


mortgage bonds in case there were no funds, 
Six mouths after construction was started 
Oregonians were to lose their exclusive privi- 
lege of buying common stock at ten cents on 
the dollar, when the offer would be extended 
to anyone, it was later explained that stock 
was soldat this low’ rate because the other 
nine-tenths was covered by indebtedness of 
the first mortgage bonds.

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During the summer of 1867, Elliott 
wrote from New “York ‘that “he was 
successful -in contracting :for.two- lo- 
comotives-and rail for eight ‘miles of 
the road." In the meantime Gaston 
and the West Side directors ‘had: be- 
gun their campaign of defense... As- 
sailing the rival company and the 
contracting firm in every way. possi- 
ble, they were successful to some ex- 
tent in arousing suspicion as to-the 
soundness of the East Side company 
and in breaking public good will in 
the integrity of Elliott. 


Elliott Meets ‘Difficulties 

There was difficulty in getting trus- 
tees for the company’s: bonds and, 
without aid of the bonds, Elliott was 
greatly handicapped in his negoti- 
ations with eastern manufacturers. 

Faced with this situation, Elliott 
wrote his partner, Perine, instruct- 
ing him to go to Salem and see what 
could be done toward getting bonds 


for cash considerations which totaled $2,200. 
Brooks put no money into the firm, but’ was 
considered as having’ an interest in’ the con- 
tract and was hired at $250 a month as en- 
gincer. Flint also had ‘a tenth interest in 
proceeds of contract, Other blocks of stock 
were later disposed of by Elliott. (See also 
Villard’s Oregon Papers. and Documentary 
History of .O. C. and O. & C. companies.)

He returned to Oregon in March, 
1868, with only the shipment of a few 
thousand dollars’ worth of machinery, 
four locomotives (none of which ever 
reached Oregon), and no rails or roll- 
ing stock, to show for. the nine 
months he was away. He managed 
to hold the confidence of the East 
Side directors, however, and soon 
after his return construction work 
was started on the road. 

Little had been done by Gaston ‘and 
the West Side men during the four 
months after organizing in May, ex- 
cept the holding of public meetings 
to arouse interest in their project and 
in attacking the Hast Side enterprise. 
The first acceptance filed with the 
Secretary of Interior for the land 
grant was held insufficient because of 
having been made by incorporators 
yather than directors of the com-

_ “West Side” Aid 

With its ‘right to the land: grant 
apparently established,.the West Side 
company went to work in earnest. No 
construction contract was entered into 
or -bonds ‘issued, -but .a-vigorous can- 
vass was started for stock subscrip- 
tions or land donations in Washington 
and Yamhill counties and also in the 
city of Portland. For a few months 
stock was sold to Oregonians at $25 
a share. There was quite an en- 
couraging response from people along 
the route on the west side who don- 
ated land, subscribed for stock, and 
even pledged certain numbers of 
cross ties to be cut from timber on 
their property. It was not until the 
following year, however, that any 
substantial financial assistance was 
made available, 

H. C. Lewis was engaged as chief 
engineer, and, on October 4, 1867, 
started the survey from Portland on 
the West Side line. During the next 
few months he ran levels through the 
“old Canyon,” “Cornelius,” and “Cor- 
nell” passes west of Portland, and 
finally; on April 1, 1868, began the 
survey by way of Fulton Pass to 
Hillsboro, It was over this route that 
the railroad was built.“ 

“East Side” Survey 

As chief engineer for the East Side 
conipany, T. B. Brooks began his pre- 
liminary survey early in March, 1868, 
starting on the west side of the 
river.” The first stake was driven 
near where the Union Pacifie freight 
house and McCormick Steamship Co. 
dock are now (1929) located, It was 
proposed to build a bridge across the 
river with the pier heads on Main 
Street. 

The city of Portland was the first 
to come forward with real assistance 
for. the West’ Side company. On 
February 6, 1868, the city council 
pledged the payment of 7 per cent on 
$250,000 of the company’s bonds when 
they were issued: Washington County 
followed in March with a proposition 
to pay the same’ interest on $50,000 
bonds, and in June Yamhill County 
promised ‘its aid with the interest on 
$75,000 bonds. Land ‘had -been ‘do- 
nated..in those two counties and in 
Multnomah County valued at $250,000.

The Characteristics of a Successful Foreman 


HIE question is sometimes asked 
—what does a Foreman’s job 
consist of, and what constitutes 
a successful Fore- 
man? Probably 
no better under- 
standing can be 
gained of what 
the job of a Rail- 
way Shop Fore- 
man really is than 
by referring to 
the dictionary, 
where we find 
that, among other 
definitions of the 
word “Foreman,” 
is the expression, 
“The Chief Man.” Assuming that the 
Foreman is the Chief Man, it naturally 
follows that he must of necessity pos- 
sess certain qualifications that will en- 
able him to assume and discharge 
successful leadership. 

In observing the characteristics of 
a successful leader or foreman, we 
find in him: honesty, broad-minded 
attitude, originality, progressiveness, 
responsibility, ability to handle men, 
and last but not least—an equal will- 
ingness to receive orders, as well as 
to give orders or instructions. 

In addition to passing judgment on 
the work of the mechanics, which re- 
quires the use of his own experience 
gained as a workman, he is further 
trusted with something more impor- 
tant than skill or trade knowledge. 
He is given authority. No time can 
he set in which a foreman shall learn 
the proner use of the authority given 
him. This depends on the man. Some 
men make excellent supervisors from 
the start, while others do nat do so 
well, An uniust or incomnetent fore- 
man, hy misusing his authority, can 
undo the efforts of the emnloves wha 
seek to promote the contentment and 
welfare of employes. 


Not Like “Old School” 


Leadership excented, the duties of 
the foreman of today are as unlike 
those of the past as are the tasks of 
the workman. The foreman of todav 
must he a leader among his men, he 
must know what is being done, know 
how much work is to be done, and 
must get it done. It is his duty to 
correct wrong practices. He is usually 
the first man to discover frequent fail- 
ures of parts and should also be the 
first to seek the cause and suggest the 
remedy. In these matters, the com- 
petent foreman uses the same dili- 
gence that he would if he were man- 
ager of his own business. If the 
foreman does not display interest in 
such affairs, they very often escape 
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By Geo. B. Hart 


the notice of his superiors because of 
lack of intimate knowledge of de- 
tails, and, because of this, are ac- 
cepted as being a permanent condi- 
tion by the workmen who have knowl- 
edge of their existence, the workmen 
assuming that what is satisfactory to 
the foreman need not concern them. 
Then again, very often the work- 
men having knowledge of wrong prac- 
tices hesitate to call the foreman’s at- 
tention to same for fear that their 
suggestions will not meet with his ap- 
proval, or that he will resent such 
suggestions in such a wav as will dis- 
courage the workman. Of course this 
should not, be. On the other hand, the 
foreman should encourage sugeestions 
on the part of the employes, for very 
often their ideas as to the handling of 
the work are very good, and, in such 
cases, credit should be given the em- 
ployes. When suggestions offered 
are not practical, good judgment must 
he used in rejecting them, otherwise 
the impression may be given that they 
are not wanted, which all tends to 
discourage future suggestions. 


Give Credit Freely 

Experience has shown that, when a 
mechanic originates a certain tool or 
change and the improvement is ac- 
cepted in accordance with his idea, 
two results are obtained. First, if the 
mechanic who originated the tool or 
change is given the tool to use, he will 
make more of an effort towards its 
successful operation than if it is given 
to another workman; second, he is en- 
couraged to think of other improve- 
ments and naturally takes greater in-

terest in his work and the affairs of 
his employer. The foreman should 
listen carefully to suggestions for bet- 
terment on the part of his men, there- 
by showing his appreciation of their 
interests in what they consider their 
duty, and will apply their suggestions 
when consistent, not suppressing the 
identity of the proposer. 

The foreman’s position is a con- 
structive and responsible one. It is in 
the nature of a clearing-house for the 
business transactions between the em- 
plover and the employe. His attitude 
will bring benefits, or the opnosite, to 
either party. His qualifications must 
be above those required to hire. fire or 
drive. No great degree of intelligence 
is reauired to dismiss a man from 
service by one having the authority to 
do so, but to stimulate interest “and 
make a better workman of an indiffer- 
ent emptove is a work calling for the 
hest that the foreman can give in the 
handling of men. 

Bv this I do not mean that the men 
should be coaxed to do their work, or 
that disregard for rutes should he 
tolerated. On the other hand. the 
foreman should study his men and em- 
nov such methods as will hest serve 
the purnose, and. if if is then found 
that the man will not. deliver to the 
extent that is reasonable and fust on 
his part. then only should the fore- 
man recommend his dismissal. Cana- 
ble and efficient men tiehten the work 
of the foreman. will give a renter 
return to the employer. and also give 
themselves a sense of self-relanee. 
self-resnect and vermanenev that is 
reflected in their every-dav life. 

Every foreman. regardless of his 
position, should constantly strive for 
a hetter position. It is those who do 


this, by their endeavors to do right. 


and who vut forth their best efforts, 
who will in the end succeed and gain 
real leadership. It required constant 
study to better fit himself to fill the 
lace hieher up. Radical influences 
do not bring results, they only create 
a disordered brain and general dis- 
satisfaction. If there is a flaw in 
vour foundation that will cause your 
structure to tumble down, locate and 
rebuild it at once. 


Good Leaders Needed 

Nothing is liked better and more 
sought for by the employer than good 
supervisors, leaders in industry, men 
who know what is wanted.and who 
issue definite and ‘positive instructions 
in order to obtain desired results, 
Often foremen ‘go around -in ‘the dark, 
not knowing what is wanted, and -not

placed ‘under their charge, thereby 
building wp dissatisfaction, ‘misunder- 
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standing -and mistrust. -Good -super- 
vision is very essential. It should be 
your duty to assist the weak fore- 
man, showing him where he is at fault 
and lend every assistance possible to 
help him make of himself a competent 
man, 

The higher a man aims and the 
harder he works to accomplish his 
purpose, the further up the ladder he 


will climb. All real progress is based 


on thought. The habit of thought af- 
fects all phases of a man’s life. A 
thoughtful foreman uses his eyes, 
watches what is going on, and applies 
the lessons learned by observation. 
Furthermore, a thoughtful supervisor 
realizes that he must learn more than 
just the practical work connected with 
his particular job, not only to be a 
satisfactory man in the position he 
holds, but in order to fit himself for 
advancement, 

Thinking must be directed along 
practical lines, and the results of right 
thinking applied to a man’s work. 
Good tools are of no value unless 
properly used, but, in the hands of the 
tight mechanic, there is no Hmit to 
their usefulness. In the same way, 
the ability to make use of right 
thoughts is the keynote of the success 
of those who make good.

Gift to Southern Pacific 


The following article, taken from the Octo- 
ber 7 issue of “Time,” will be of interest to 
members of the Southern Pacific family: 


HE SOUTHERN PACIFIC is 
| proud of many things, of its new 
ears kept cool in Southwestern 
deserts by special aluminum paint 
and anti-actinie window glass, of its 
freight service, so efficient that a car- 
load of potted lilies recently went 
through without a pot broken or a 
single flower crushed. But its hospi- 
tals have long been its especial pride. 
Most roads maintain a staff of nurses 
and doctors with emergency stations 
at important terminals. Only three 
roads have their own hospitals: the 
Tilinois Central, at Chicago, the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, at Savannah, and the 
Southern Pacific, at San Francisco 
(250 beds) and at Houston (125 
beds). Last week Edward Stephen 
Harkness, good angel of many a 
school and hospital, gave $600,000 to 
the Southern Pacific to add a wing to 
the San Francisco hospital and to 
build a tuberculosis sanitarium at 
Tucson, Ariz. 

Among Harvard men a story is 
told. One day last year an unobtru- 
sive man was shown into the office of 
President A. Lawrence Lowell in Uni- 
versity Hall, Like a caged lion, the 
President was pacing back and forth 
and round and round, hands clasped 
in back. His visitor seated himself 
quietly in a corner, holding an eum- 
brella. At length the President 
emerged from his cogitation: “What 
can I do for you?” “Have you ever 
considered the English house system 
here at Harvard?” asked the unob- 
trusive man. “Yes ... too expen- 
sive.” “How much?” “Oh, about 


three million dollars to begin it.” 
The visitor fished a cheekbook out of 
his pocket, wrote out a check, passed 
it to President Lowell,

signature; “Edward S. Harkness.” 
Harkness? Harkness? “Why, thank 
you, ... Ab, could you lunch with 


me?” he finally asked. “I’m very 
sorry, but my wife is shopping in 
Boston and I have promised to meet 
her. Good morning. ... By the way, 
if the plan costs more, let me know 
how much.” The unobtrusive man 
nodded pleasantly and went out. 
Months later, the “how much” proved 
to be $10,000,000 which ultimately 
Yalman Harkness gave to Harvard. 

Though the story may be apocry- 
phal in detail, it well suggests the 
temper of Harkness giving. His fre- 
quent and princely donations to edu- 
cation and charity have always been 
unobtrusive, modest. In philanthropy 
he does not bunch his hits as do the 
Rockefellers, but scatters gifts of 
$100,000 or more to dozens of causes 
and institutions. Sometimes he gives 
to institutions he has never seen. 

But the Southern Pacific is neither 
a hospital nor a college. It is easy te 
understand why the gift was made. 
Though Mr. Harkness is a director 
of eight railroads, he has long had a 
penchant for the Southern Pacific. 
Of each and every year he spends a 
part inspecting the road. Many of 
the employes he knows by face and 
name. He once remarked that his 
three dominant interests were “the 
great West,” “railroad companies,” 
and “helping to better medical educa- 
tion.” There could be no more logi- 
cal focus for these three interests 
than the Southern Pacific hospital. 
The causes of the gift are obvious, 
but its effects may not be so. simple. 
A director and member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Southern Pa- 
cific, Mr, Harkness nonetheless seems 
to regard the road as something more 
than a source of dividends. For a 
businessman to make donations to his 
company (which may exceed a year’s 
dividends from his holdings), for a 
man of wealth to help a business con- 
cern as if it were a college or hospi- 
tal—these are new departures in 
philanthropy.

Cement Tester—Hunter 


HENEVER the word gets 

about that Bozo Stankovich, 
the Company’s chief cement tester, is 
about to take a vacation, three rous- 
ing cheers are given by the construc- 
tion gang at that time located most 
remotely from civilization, for it 
means two weeks of venison for them. 
Stankovich’s hobby is hunting,—his 
vacations are invariably spent in that 
way, and at such times he makes his 
headquarters with one of the Com- 
pany’s construction camps. 

His method of deer-hunting is 
unique. Instead of tramping for 
hours over the mountains, wearing 
himself out, scaring away the deer 
and getting himself tired out and dis- 
gusted, he lets the deer do the hunt~ 
ing. He has made a study of their 
habits and relies upon what he has 
learned to help him locate his buck. 
He will find a trail, a feeding ground 
or a water supply where there are 
evidences of recent deer visits, and 
then conceal himself and lie in wait 
for the deer, which invariably appear. 
This method requires patience, for 
sometimes mister deer doesn't, show 
up for ten or twelve hours, but our 
hunter lies there with a magazine and 
whiles away the time by reading, 

Stankovich has discovered that deer 
are fond of the society of cattle and 
spend much time with ‘the grazing 
herds. He has often started up a 
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deer by the use of this knowledge. 
Sometimes when a deer is alarmed 
he will try to conceal himself by 
mingling with the cattle until his 
fright has passed. This habit of min- 
gling with the cattle, Stankovich at- 
tributes to the fact that, in the alti- 
tudes, the ranchers have to feed their 
stock in the winter and the deer often 
come down to the farms in search of 
food and thus become accustomed to 
being with the cattle. 

On holidays and over week ends 
during the season, Stankovich does 
his hunting in the marshes and fields. 
The picture shows him with a string 
of twenty-five ducks killed in the rice 
fields six miles west of Merced, Cali- 
fornia, and indicates that, no matter 
what kind of game he goes after, he 
gets it.

color, and is susceptible of finishing 
in almost any ‘manner. “ 

While rabbits are his hobby, ‘they 
are by no means the only thing Mur- 
dock has on his place. His home, 
which he owns, is located on an acre 
and a half tract, a little over a mile 
from town, On this land he has 60 
fruit trees, all of which are now bear- 
ing; a garden, which supplies him 
with all the vegetables his family re- 
quires; a big chicken run, and his 
rabbit hutches. In his chicken runs 
are 75 birds, all of which are a cross 
between a white Leghorn and a 
Minorca. This cross, he has found, 
produces the heaviest layers and the 
largest birds. He has pens for 1000 
chickens, and he hopes by the end of 
another year to have them all filled.

As many who are engaged in the 
larger industrial organizations of the 
United States know, this car is a most 
powerful medium for supplying first 
aid instruction. It builds up in every 
plant it reaches an enthusiastic group 
of instructors among plant men and 
women, who in turn train their fel- 
lows. Employes of railway, electric 
and gas companies, street car and 
telephone companies, lead in their in- 
terest in and proficiency in this work. 
Its practical benefits to them and to 
their fellow workers have been dem- 
onstrated so often that no “selling 
campaign” is necessary. The Red 
Cross instructors are kept busy 
wherever they go.
